WASHINGTON,

honeybees 
loafing 
many 
seem paradoxical, but the alleged in -! 
dustry of honeybees is something of 
a myth, declares E. F. Phillips, de­ 
partment of agriculture apiculturist. 
“The average worker hee in the 
hands 
of a poor 
beekeeper 
makes 
only a few trips a day for nectar," * 
said Mr. Phillips recently. 
“When 
the bees are rearing a brood the 
beekeeper must manage the hive so 
that finished work is either removed 
or properly placed. Otherwise loafing 
will result. 
Finished w’ork near the 
brood slows down field work. Proper 
conditions within the hive causes the : 
bees to make additional trips to the 
fields, and thus to increase the honey 
crop.” 
Upwards of 1.000,000 people in the 
United States keep bees, it is esti-1 
mated, 
and 
bee 
colonies 
number 
about 8,000,000. 
In spring these col­ 
onies average about 15,000 bees each 
and after brood-rearing they number 
75,000 or more worker bees. 
Honey 
production adds about $50,000,000 an­ 
nually to the wealth of the nation and 
provides a valuable addition to the 
diet of the people. 
The idea that bees work for noth­ 
ing and board them selves is quite 
eroneous, according to Mr. Phillips. 
During the main honey-flow the effi­ 
cient beekeeper must be on the job 
daily and hourly, as highly skillful 
work Is required of him. 
The mod­ 
ern beekeeper finds bees more pro­ 
ductive than did his predecessor, yet 
he earns ail he gets, Mr. Phillips be­ 
lieves, and in these days of low honey 
prices he earns more than he actu­ 
ally receives.

dangerous channels. 
Marconi engineers have just com­ 
pleted one of these beacons on Inch- 
keith Island in the Firth 
of Forth, 
winch divides England 
from 
Scot­ 
land. 
This station is able to send 
signals by wireless to vessels equip­ 
ped with Marconi apparatus, and is 
able to guide them as effectively as 
if the sender himself were at 
the 
ship’s helm. 
The wireless lighthouse sends out 
a directional wireless beam w’hich 
gives a distinct signal as It passes 
through each point of the compass. | 
W ireless waves are projected so as 
to sweep the surounding sea in just 
such a way as would the rays from 
a light house. 
Thus, instead of fix­ 
ing a point by visual means the re­ 
sult is obtained aurally and is in no 
way interfered with, whatever the 
weather conditions are. 
A steamer in the Leith service has 
just made a round trip from London 
with this apparatus and reports that 
the signals w’ere received perfectly 
during the whole time

On the other hand, 
some well known slogans are clear, 
unforgetable expressions of the com­ 
munity’s chief claim to fame. 
Some­ 
tim es com m unities become associat- 
j ed with slogans that the Chamber of 
t Commerce did not write, as for in- 
| stance, 
the line 
that 
“Made Mil­ 
waukee Famous.” 
There are good 
reasons for bavin** a community slo­ 
gan. 
If it really says som ething and 
if it tells the truth in a terse, catchy 
manner a slogan not only re-inspires 
the home town people toward a new9 
feeling In their city, but it tells to the 
outside world in one line some out­ 
standing characterization of the com­ 
munity. 
A 
mere 
string 
of pretty 
w9ords will not get anywhere. 
The 
carefully worded true slogan may do 
more than pages of factu and figures 
to put over the name of a town in a 
big way. 
Some of the best slogans 
now9 in use by American cities sre: 
Seattle— “The Seaport c* Success.” 
Atlanta—“Always Ahead.” 
Dallas—“W here Men Are Looking 
Forward.” 
W ichita 
Falls—“The 
City 
That 
Faith Built.” 
Colorado Springs—“She Sits For­ 
ever in the Sun.” 
Chatanooga—“The 
Dynamo 
of 
Dixie ” * 
Tulsa—“Tulsa W ill.”

These slogans im­ 
press the advantage of these tw9o 
cities as shipping points for distribu­ 
tion of merchandise 
Slogans which 
have been suggested for Sedalia are: 
“Sedalia, the Heart of Missouri,” and 
“Sedalia, the Home of the Great Mis­ 
souri State F air;” also “All Roads 
Lead to Sedalia.” 
The 
country 
is 
full 
of "Queen 
Cities,” “Hubs,” “Cities of Homes,” 
“Cities 
of 
Churches,”

Schools.” “The City With a Future” 
is scattered all over the map. These 
slogans do not mean anything distinc­ 
tive. 
“The City of Opportunity” is 
another one that is used promiscuous­ 
ly throughout the United States. This 
is true of most any city. 
There are 
opportunities everywhere if w9e will 
get out and help make them for our­ 
selves. However, no city has a copy­ 
right on these slogans as distinctive. 
A slogan that is suggestive of his­ 
tory is Galveston—“The Treasure Is­ 
land of America.” 
Many slogans de­ 
scribe 
some 
local 
industry, 
as 
Schnectady—“The City That Lights 
and Hauls the World.” 
Salem, Ore., 
is known as “The Cherry City of the 
World.” 
One little city in the Iowa 
corn belt calls itself “The Golden 
Buckle on the Corn Belt.” 
Some Chambers of Commerce have 
conducted slogan contests, but as a 
rule some man who knows something 
about writing slogans and who will 
devote the time and thought and en­ 
ergy to the problem eventually has 
to grind it out. 
The average slogans 
in a contest are considerably below 
par. 
However, the contest has one 
big advantage. 
It gets a great num­ 
ber of people Interested In the mat­ 
ter of slogans and is worth all it 
costs.

Experiments by the Department of 
Agriculture in grass 
growing have 
established the 
following 
facts of 
importance to all w ho sow9 grass seed 
in the spring: 
1—Seedling plants tend to go to 
seed at the same season as old plants 
the 
season 
being 
determined 
by 
either the temperature, or the length 
of d ayligh t, or both. 
Seedlings 
of 
late sowui seeds 
thus 
have 
little 
chance to develop strength before 
they are called upon to reproduce, 
and this exhausts them. 
2—Seed must be covered if it is to 
germinate, and where it is thrown 
upon an established 
lawn, 
a 
top 
dressing is required to insure cover­ 
age. 
This should be sand or loam 
well enriched. 
From the first finding it follow's 
that seed must be sown early. 
To 
delay seeding is to deny the seed­ 
lings a fair chance to “stool,/ 
or 
spread out and become established. 


Especially is this the case where the 
season of seed bearing is accompan­ 
ied by drought and heat, putting a 
strain upon the young grass when 
it is least able to stand it. 
Where 
the soil is already prepared, grass 
may be sown on the snow and will 
“mud in,” as the farmers say. 
It 
must be sown at the earliest possible 
date, and a top dressing always pro­ 
vided where it Is 
intended to im ­ 
prove an established lawn. 
An important point in making a 
new9 law n is to loosen up heavy soil. 
Put almost anything on it to break 
up its 
com pactness—sand, 
ashes, 
cinders even—and 
put a 
plenty. 
Four inches is 
the 
least 
amount 
needed on stiff clay. 
This should be 
mixed with the top four inches of 
the soil. It is unnecessary to stir the 
soil deeper than this. 
Avoid 
bargains 
in grass 
seed. 
Good seed is a commodity dealt in j 
on boards of trade and never ob­ 
tainable at a bargain.
